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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to. Claim 1 recites "A floating box". Claims 2-1 1 recite "the 
floating aluminum box". Consistent terms should be used throughout the claims. For 
examination it is assumed that claim 1 recites "A floating aluminum box". Appropriate 
correction of claim 1 is required. 

2. Claim 8 recites "the bracing plates" in line 2. Two sets of bracing plates have 
been previously recited (the first plurality and the second plurality), and claim 8 does not 
specify which it is referring to. For examination it will be assumed that claim 8 refers to 
all the bracing plates, including the first and second pluralities. Consistent terms should 
be used throughout the claims. Appropriate correction of claim 8 is required. 

3. Claim 9 recites "the inner concentric pipe". This recitation should be "the inner 
pipe". Consistent terms should be used throughout the claims. Appropriate correction 
of claim 9 is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest the claimed apparatus as a whole, specifically including a 
floating aluminum box comprising a watertight cube with two concentric pipes and 
radially extending bracing plates. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Pearson, Jr. ('498) shows a buoy in the shape of a cube. Regal 
('254) shows a block with concentric pipes. Ueda ('526) shows a fender with concentric 
cylinders and radial bracing walls. Kuroda ('913) shows a rubber bumper that has a 
generally square profile and has internal concentric cylinders and radially extending 
bracing ribs (fig 14). Lee ('248) shows a fender with interior cylinders and bracing ribs. 
Tellex ('836) shows a fender with concentric cylinders and radially extending bracing 
ribs.
